Cost of Men's Suits in Russia 


About $277 Each Despite Cuts 


W ASHINGTON, M arch 4—(ZP) 
—State departm ent officials figure 
it costs about $277 to buy a m an’s 
su it in a Soviet store these days, 
despite the price cuts Moscow an ­ 
nounced Tuesday. 
The officials started to check 
available price lists soon after the 
Russians (I) fixed a gold value 
for the ruble at four to the A m eri­ 
can dollar; (2) cut prices on a 
w ide range of comm odities. Only 
th e percentages of the pric^ cuts 
w ere announced abroad. 
To find out w hat a dollar will 
now buy in Moscow stores, state 
d epartm ent experts applied the 
announced 
reductions 
to 
price 
lists on file here. Some of the re ­ 
sults:

Doubt Is Expressed 


H-Bomb Is Possible 


CINCINNATI, M arch 4— (ZP)—A 
U niversity of C incinnati physicist 
expressed some question today that 
the H -Bom b ever can be m ade to 
tvork. 


Dr. A lex E. S. G reen, assistant 
professor of physics, m ade the 
statem ent at a m eeting of the Ohio 
section of the A m erican Physical 
Society. 
Speaking of the hydrogen bomb, 
Dr. G reen said: 
“N -B om bs are 
m athem atically 
feasible but w hether they w id 
actuady w ork is another m atter. 
E verybody assum es th e H-Bomb 
w ill w ork but its not proven at all. 
In order 
to w ork, 
the bomb 
m ust go off in a sm all p art of a 
m illionth of a second, w hich would 
be very difficult to do. M oreover, 
a bom b m ust be reasonable light 
to be delivered and th e H-Bomb 
m ay need tons of m ass su rround­ 
ing it in order to explode.’’ 
Dr. G reen ralso expressed doubt 
th at an H -B om b w ould have 1,000 
tim es the pow er of the atom bomb. 
“O f one thing you can be cer­ 
tain,” he said. “Those who seem 
m ost certain, know the least or 
else are quoting secret inform a­ 
tion. T here is no w ay of predicting 
th at th e bom b w ill w ork and no­ 
body can say it w ill until it has 
been actually built and tested.

Six Room House Omitted 
“On one farm in Jefferson Tow n­ 
ship th ere is no value on a six- 
room m odern house. On another 
80-acre tract in Jefferson Tow n­ 
ship a bam was om itted. On an ­ 
other 80-acre tract no buildings 
are listed, and a check revealed 
th at th ere is a ten an t house and 
five or six other buildings upon 
this particular 80 acres,” the board 
stated. 
In P erry Tow nship, the board 
reported 
th at 
its 
investigators 
found “a 22 by 36 foot glazed 
tile seed house, th ree stories high, 
w ith drying facilities, erected in 
1944 w as assessed by the county 
auditor for $120.” 
The board concluded: 
“We are of the 
opinion 
that 
buildings are not only u ndervalu­ 
ed in the aggregate but also that 
so m any irregularities and inequal­ 
ities exist that it w ould be im pos­ 
sible to m ake any adjustm ents on 
building values w ithout com plete­ 
ly appraising all buildings in the 
tow nships.”

Under the plan announced to­ 
day to enable beekeepers to get 
started in hybrid production 
in 
1950, queen bees, cross-mated by 
artificial insemination, will be fur­ 
nished the bec breeder. He 
will 
graft from these and mate the re­ 
sulting virgin daughters to drones 
of his commercial strain right in 
his established queen 
yard. 
No 
special queen yard will be requir­ 
ed 
Worker bees produced through 
this breeding are expected to do 
as well or better than workers 
from commercial strains, Reese de­ 
clared. 
"We have had enough experi­ 
ence with this type of hybrid to 
predict that in most cases it will 
perform as well or better than the 
commercial strain used in its pro­ 
duction,” he explained. "There is 
little chance that it will be worse 
and a good chance that it will be 
better.” 
Queen breeders wishing to gel 
cross-mated queens will subscribe 
for breeding services under 
the 
plan outlined by Reese. This will 
include a minimum of two breed­ 
ing queens and more if the breed­ 
er desires. Minimum charge for 
two queens of each hybrid line 
will be $50, with replacement at 
no extra cost of queens lost in in­ 
troduction or which fail prema­ 
turely, 
Although introduction of the hy­ 
brid queens into the beehive will 
produce worker bees representing 
a cross between the genetics of the 
queen bee and 
the 
commercial 
strain of the hive, the drones pro­ 
duced will be of exactly the same 
genetics as the queen. 
Thus 
to 
continue the hybrid ling workers 
in successive years, the beekeep­ 
er must start with a new breeder 
queen each year, and select each 
year a cross-mated queen of a dif­ 
ferent hybrid line than that used 
the preceding season 
Breeding queens will be avail­ 
able beginning about May I for 
1950 summer queen 
production, 
and will have to be wintered for 
use next spring. Reese indicated

Swine and Feed 
Men Invited To 
Attend Meeting 


An opportunity to see the var­ 
ious groups of pigs that have been 
on experiments during the winter 
will .be afforded swine and feed 
men at an "open house” to be held 
at the Ohio Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station, Thursday, March 16, 
from I.OO P. M., W. L. Robison, in 
charge of swine investigations, has 
announced. 
Recently, a series of experiments 
have been carried on to secure data 
on the improvement 
of 
rations 
containing soybean oil meal or cot­ 
tonseed meal, or supplements from 
plant sources as protein concen­ 
trates for Winter or dry lot feed­ 
ing. Among the materials 
being 
tried in the present experiment are 
meat scraps or a high protein feed 
from an animal source, dried dis­ 
tillers’ grain solubles, A PF (animal 
protein factor) concentrates, and 
cobalt, or one of the so-called trace 
minerals. Some rather-striking re­ 
sults are being secured. 
Although emphasis is being plac­ 
ed on the feeding experiments, 
visitors will also have an oppor­ 
tunity to see some litters 
on

Now Is theTime 
To Watch Calves 
For Diphtheria 


If calves show little interest In 
eating, and merely stand around 
smacking their lips and drooling, 
it may be a warning sign to their 
owners, the American Foundation 
for Animal Health said. 
"These are sometimes tell-tale 
signs of calf diphtheria,’’ founda­ 
tion authorities said. ‘‘Calves con­ 
fined during long winter months 
are more prone to this disease 
than at any other time. 
" If calves exhibit this behavior, 
the inside of their mouths should 
be checked for spots of dead tis­ 
sue which may appear on the in­ 
ner surface of the checks, around 
the gums or on the tongue," the 
report advised. 
"Sometimes 
in cases of calf 
diphtheria the side of the face may 
be swollen. The young animals’ 
throats generally become so sore 
that they are unable to swallow 
and 
they 
lose 
weight 
rapidly. 
Death lasses are high." 
To prevent outbreaks, the foun­ 
dation recommended avoidance of 
over crowding and also urged that 
calf quarters be kept clean. At 
the first sign of an outbreak, the 
sick 
calves should 
be 
isolated 
from the others. Buckets and other 
feeding equipment used for feed­ 
ing infected animals should be 
sterilized before other animals are 
fed from them. 
"Many diphtheria calves can be 
saved by the veterinarian if treat­ 
ment is begun at first signs of an 
out break,” the reports states.

Farmers of Fayette County who are alert 
to the idea of making their farms more pro­ 
ductive, which means more profit to them, 
are 
recognising more and more the 
ad­ 
vantages 
of efficient m a n a g e m e n t 
and 
modern conservation methods. 
Over the whole country there is a grow­ 
ing awakening to the idea th<jt many agri­ 
culturists can do a better job for themselves 
by following good farming procedure than 
bv merely waiting for government subsidy 
checks to keep them going. 
The organization of farmers by districts 
for the conservation of their precious soil 
is spreading steadily through the nation, on 
the whole without much commotion. At the 
fourth annual convention of the National 
Association of Soil Conservation Districts, 
recently, a membership of about four mil­ 
lion farm people was reported. This indi­ 
cates it is a healthy organization. 
The conservation district idea took root 
In the depression years, when it was looked 
on chiefly as a scheme to find work for idle 
hands. Its growth has been held back by 
many things, not the least of which have 
been skepticism among farmers and reluc­ 
tance 
to have 
their individual 
farming 
methods and habits molded to the require­ 
ments of a conservation project. There have 
been instances in which farmers were dis­ 
appointed in the immediate 
effects of the 
conservation planning, and were opposed to 
Its cost. 
Despite the adversities, in growing num­ 
bers progressive farm people have become 
enthusiastic about conservation 
and farm 
planning for better production. The enthusi­ 
asts have concluded that the cost and effort 
put into it now will be repaid in later years 
on farms which are more productive, easier 


to work and able to withstand many of the 


tricks of weather. 
People of a future era, 


both farmers and their customers, may be 


very grateful for constructive projects un­ 
dertaken now not only 
to keep soil and 
water, 
and the wealth that is in 
them, 
where they can be used, but also to learn 
how to produce bigger and better crops on 
less acreage with more profit to themselves. 


Ambassadors of Good W ill 
Nothing in foreign policy comes easy. In 
an era when Communist propagandists are 
pushing into every country in the world, 
diplomatic victories are hard to come by. 
But in spite of these difficulties, it is signi­ 
ficant that Americans are working away at 
the job of showing that our form of gov­ 
ernment and economics still works better 
than any other. 


Business leaders have begun to press the

DURING the past five years, It 
has become customary to get pa­ 
tients out of bed ac soon as possi­ 
ble after operation. Usually, this 
means, in many cases, walking 
some 25 to 30 steps two or three 
times,‘either on the day of opera­ 
tion or on the following two days. 
This practice has been attended 
by many good results. Patients re­ 
gain full strength and activity 
much more rapidly than In the 
days when a two-week rest in bed 
followed every operation. Fur­ 
therm ore their mental attitude Is 
Improved. They are less Impressed 
with how sick they are and move 
about more in bed and assist with 
their own care. 


Male Patients 
It has also been found that 
when male patients are allowed 
to stand up to empty the bladder, 
Infections of the urinary tract 
occur less frequently, and wound 
pain becomes less severe. When 
patients are ready to leave the 
hospital, they are found to be 
much stronger than was formerly 
the case. 
It Is naturally not to be ex­ 
pected that patients should re­ 
turn to full activity Immediately 
upon leaving the hospital after 
serious operations. But, by getting 
up alm ost Im m ediately, the! 
marked loss of strength that 
comes from a long stay in bed is 
prevented and the period of re­ 
covery shortened. 
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Freedom's Rights and Methods 
By George Sokolsky 


The difficulties which the Brit­ 
ish socialists face only emphasize 
both the value and inadequacy of 
free government. The value is 
that the people have the right to 
choose and change their govern­ 
ment. This is one of the greatest 
of human rights and can be lost 
if not employed. 
Actually, 
in 
free 
countries, 
there is perma­ 
nent and con- 
i tinuous 
refer­ 
endum, 
public 
opinion express- 
i n g 
i t s e l f 
t h r o u g h 
the 
rn e chanism 
of 
elections. Those 
w h o 
po ssess 
power are best 
S o k o ig k y 
restrain ed 
by 
the fear of a rejection of their 
services. 
In that inspect and for that 
purpose the British do it more 
directly than we do, a lack of a 
majority or a vote of “no con­ 
fidence,” taken at any time, may 
force a national election. Also, 
they 
consider 
by-elections 
as 
important, and when a govern­ 
ment has so small a majority as 
the Socialists now have, a few 
resignations or deaths, accom­ 
panied by reversing by-elections, 
can force a change of govern­ 
ment. It is a direct system. 
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Ours is a different procedure 
and makes for less direct re­ 
sponsibility. In the United States 
we elect a president for a four- 
year term and there he can re­ 
main no m atter what public o- 
pinion may be. Only death, pro­ 
ven Incapacity, or impeachment 
can remove him. The impeach­ 
ment process has only once been 
used in our history 
During the twentieth century 
two 
presidents, 
Wilson 
and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, were ob­ 
viously incapacitated but their 
weaknesses 
were 
competently 
covered up to the country’s dis­ 
advantage. Also during that peri­ 
od, three presidents died in of­ 
fice, 
McKinley, 
Harding, 
and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. No gener­ 
al election followed these deaths, 
the vice president, in each in­ 
stance, constitutionally succeed­ 
ing to the post. 
It is not unusual for the presi­ 
dent of the United States to be 
of a different political party from 
the majority in Congress In fact, 
Herbert Hoover was wrecked po­ 
litically because he, as a Repub­ 
lican, could not work with the 
Democratic Congress after 1930. 
Similarly, 
Harry 
Trum an’s 
main objection to the 80th Con­ 
gress is not that it was a “do- 
nothing” Congress, as he says, 
but because the Republicans held 
a tenuous m ajority in it. In the 
case of Harry Truman, he has 
never 
been 
able 
to 
function 
smoothly with Congress, whether 
Republican or Democratic, be­ 
cause his instincts project him 
as a political boss, a position 
which even his associates in his 
own party reject. The president 
constitutionally is not, in 
the 
United States, the leader of his 
party; he is rather the chosen 
executive of the country, irre­ 
spective of party. 
In Great Britain, the proce­ 
dure is different. In effect, the 
British voters do not elect men- 
They elect a party, actually, Cle­ 
ment 
Attlee 
and 
Winston 


Churchill are elected to seats in 
the House of Commons. They 
can be prime ministers only be 
cause each leads his respective 
party. There can be no figure in 
Great Britain so frustrated and 
pitiful as an ex-president of the 
United States, passing from in­ 
tense and full activity to indif­ 
ference and casualness. Churchill 
remained in 
Parliament while 
Attlee was prime minister. It 
is a smoother system. 
The disadvantage of a free me­ 
thod is that in troubled times 
it makes for prolonged and some­ 
times dangerous periods of un­ 
certainty. In the United States, 
for instance, such a period exist­ 
ed from November, 1930 until 
March 4, 1933, when Hoover, as 
president, 
was 
in 
a 
political 
straitjacket, from which only his 
opponents could extricate him, 
In Great Britain, such a crisis 
has often been met by forming a 
coalition government, which has 
the effect of temporarily elimin­ 
ating partisanship from state­ 
craft. 


During our war years, this was 
attempted in one phase of our 
national life, namely, the con­ 
duct of our foreign affairs by 
the bi-partisan foreign policy. 
This experiment was not alto­ 
gether successful, first, because 
it is impossible to divorce domes- 
tiee from foreign affairs: second­ 
ly. because neither party was 
accustomed to or wholeheartedly 
in favor of the process: and fin­ 
ally, because it was dishonestly 
employed to promote the admin­ 
istration in power rather than to 
serve the needs of the country. 
The British do not operate that 
way. If they form a coalition, 
they live by it until it is dis­ 
solved. 
In spite of obvious weaknesses, 
from the standpoint of the indi­ 
vidual. free government is infin­ 
itely to be preferred to the more 
efficient but less moral totali­ 
tarian 
methods, 
which always 
culminate in oppression.

A com- 
i parlson Is made of a number of 
j recurrences of a hernia following 
I operation. In more than 400 
operations, it was found th a t 
| there were fewer recurrences In 
! the group th at got up earlier after 
operation than those who were 
kept in bed for longer periods. 
Early rising after operation 
1 does not mean th at the patient is 
merely to be helped out of bed 
j and put in a chair. It means th a t 
he is to be walked about two or 
| three times a day and then put 
back to bed. Having the patient 
sit for too long a time in a chair 
m ay encourage congestion of 
blood in the veins of the legs and 
this, in turn, may lead to a con­ 
dition known as phlebitis or in ­ 
flammation and a blood clot in 
the veins. Hence, this practice is 
to be discouraged.

The report shows that a scries 
of reductions have been effected 
to real property even though the 
city and county has continued to 
grow through the years. 
The board states: 
“The tax valuation in the year 
1948 was $24,330,400. or $3,636,330 
less than the valuation in the year 
1911." 
V aluations in the county reach­ 
ed a peak in 1927, w hen they to tal­ 
ed $36,668,590. From this 
peak, 
how ever, they declined to $21,810,- 
760 in 1933 then a period of ups 
and downs followed, figures p re ­ 
pared by the board showed. 
The valuations w ent to m ore 
than 23 m illion dollars in 1943 
and 24 m illion in 1948. Acton rec­ 
om m ended a boost to $28,243,010 
to the board for 1949, bu t it tu rn ­ 
ed down his abstract of valuations 
stating as follows: 
“Should the board of tax ap­ 
peals approve the 1949 abstract as 
subm itted a great injustice would 
be done to a large num ber of ta x ­ 
payers in Fayette County." 
Instead of approving 
the 
ab ­ 
stract, the board ordered the coun­ 
ty auditor to m ake upw ard a d ­ 
justm ents throughout the valua­ 
tion structure. 
Unless 
Acton 
compiles, 
the 
state auditor can be directed to 
w ithhold 50 percent of tfye coun­ 
ty’s share of state revenues. 
The board em phasized that the 
increase in valuations ordered for 
this county w ould ordinarily not 
m ean an increase in tax rates or 
taxes. The rates are sim ply to be 
adjusted to the valuations. 
It was indicated th at the state 
is interested in seeing to it th at 
its valuations are kept in line so 
th at the various counties can jpay 
their fair part of the expenses in 
w hich the state shares the burden.

PITTSBURGH, M arch 4—(Jf>) 
Industries crippled by the big soft 
coal strik e looked to W ashing­ 
ton today for the green light to 
get production rolling aga A. 
More than 225,000 persons have 
been laid off because of the “no 
contract no w ork” strik e of 372,- 
000 United Mine W orkers. 
Only 
w ord 
from 
the 
capital 
that a contract has been signed 
is needed for back-to-w ork orders. 
The w ord m ay come at any time. 
John L. Lewis and a m ajor bloc 
of operators agreed in principle 
on a new contract last night. 
The agreem ent came even as the 
nation’s railroads rushed to com ­ 
ply w ith a new interstate com ­ 
merce' commission order cutting 
back 
service on carriers 
using 
coal-burning locomotives. 
The order to cut service 15 p e r­ 
cent m ore is still scheduled to be­ 
come effective at m idnight to ­ 
morrow.

quick contract signing by Lewis 
and the operators, som e railroads 
held their cut-back older* in a- 
beyance pending developm ents. 
The big New York C entral and 
Pennsylvania Railroads, how ever, 
put their orders out before a presi­ 
dential fact-finding board said a 
coal-strike settlem ent was in the 
offing. 
Just how soon the nation can
